“Why don't we kill him?” Harry is supposed to 
have suggested. 

Then there: was the tough police lieutenant, 
now a district commander, Everytime he saw 
Harry on the street, he'd bring him in to be

BUT, AS. f SAID, it’s difficult to see a person 
in that light when you watch him acting lke the 
rest of us = smiling at his relatives, putting his 
arm around a iriend's shoulder, nodding sta- 
"diously as his lawyer-tells him something. 

It would he easier if he was an old-tinie “mus- 
tache Pete" — those men who snuck off the boat 


trom Sicily, changed their names, and worked. 


their way up from bootleggers to- “dong living 


in suburban mansions. The Riccas, Accardos, 


Prios and others who ran the Syndicate until 
recently were like that. 


Harry is a departure from the old stereotype. 


Flip through.a copy of the Crane High School 
yearbook, 1855, and you'll see him.as.a. fast and- 


determined halfback on the football team. 


Good grades, too. Mostly E’s (for excellent), 
with a smattering of S's and G’s. The only Ñ he 
réceived was, prophetically, in civics. [ 

in his neighborhood he was known as a good 
bgy. Not at ali the kind who tore wings off but- 
terflies. Not goody-goody, of course, because 
even good kids had to be able to handle them- 
selves around Taylor and Loomis. But he wasn't 
the kind who had an early juvenile record. 


-Popular, With a lot of charm. He was eyen 
good natured about his nicknames. Harry the 
Hook, some called him, in reference to his sharp- 
ly beaked nose. Harry the Mex, too, because his 
father, Louis, was a Texas-borm Mexican, oné of 
the few Mexicans in the Italian neighborhood. 


GOOD ATHLETE, good student, good kid. So 
now did he wind up with his present reputation 
as Chicago's premier hit man? 


Well, the old excuse — a good boy falling into . 


the company of bad boys — doesn't seem to ap 
pli. 
What apparently happened was that Harry gnt 
tothe age when he had io decide whether he 
wanted to go put into the world and earn dn 


honest living. Or inin some of fis reatives an 
tc king a shortcut 

Harry has interesting relatives on his mother's 
sije. The most prominent among them is his 
uncle, Joe Ferriola. Around Taylor St., prudent 
shoppers used to know that they could go to Joe 
for almost anv kind-of merchandise and receive_ 
a discount. But they also knew they should never 
ask where the merchandise came from. 

if they needed a loan, they could go to Joe or 
one of Joe's relatives. But it was also prudent ta 
pay up on time. Joe never, sent reminder notes. 
He sent people like his nephew, Harry. 

Not that Harry started out collecting on loans. 
Unlike fiction, real aspiring young gangstérs 
dor't break in with their own territory or racket. 
They have to go out and steal like everybody 
else. t 

‘So Harry’s beginnings were not very. glamor-. 
ous. That's when our paths briefly and lightly 
brushed. 

I was a young reporter at The Daily News in. 
1960. One night we had some mild excitement 
in our building when Muldoon, our building 
guard, caught two young men busting into our 
vending machines. One of them was.an appren- 


liée pressman who worked here. The other was 


Harry. 

They had netted oniy $82, so a judge gave them- 
probation. The apprenticé pressman Was in a 
strong union, so today he is still here, as a full- 
fledged pressman. Harry was more ambitious. 
He moved on tò róbbing ‘stores. Then he as 
a juice collector. ] 

“sd ‘in recent years, as his Uncle- Joe moved. 
up, Harry did, ico. Uncle Joe is now said to pe 
answerable only to Tony Accardo. And Harry 
goes around telling people why they must always 
listen io Uncle Joe. 

IF HARRY STAYS out of jail, one of these 
days he might even wind up in River Forest, 
with gray in his hair, getting his hand kissed. 

But that is a big "if." Harry has run into a 
problem that seldom troubled his elders. A for- 
mer pal is pointing a finger at him in court. 

Thats why Harry is on trial. One Louie Al- 
meida. 34, says he was driving the car the night 
Hárrv allegedly shot someone named Bill Logan: 

Louie and Harry were kids together, sharing & 
common Mexican heritage. Louie says Harry: 
was his hero. Louie even became a hit man him- 
seti.. 3

‘as it happened, Louie was on his way to Pent- 


sylvania a couple of years ago to earn a fast, 


$10,000 by killing somebody. On the way, he vas 
pinched for possession of a small arsenal — his 
Wyrking tools — and went up for 10 years. L 

While in prison he decided to become talk- 
ative. Among the subjects he discussed was the 
night Bill Logan was killed. 

Louie is, by his own admissión, a pretty scurn- 
my character, And Harry’s lawyers are trying 
'to convince the judge that Louie would say any- 
‘thing about anybody to get out of prison. But 
that's the trouble with these kind of trials. Boy 
‘Scouts, priests and notary publics are seldom in 
a position to give first-person testimony. 

However, the prosecution has another witness 
— supposedly an honest, ordinary citizen who 
walked by the night Bill Logan was shotgunned, 
and looked right into the killer’s face. 

Later he is going to be brought from his hid- 
ing place into court to look into Harry Alemajlt’s 
fate. Besides being an honest and ordinary gti- 
zen, he had better be a brave citizen. ij 


PVE MENTIONED Bill Logan, almost in pass- 
ing. That's the way it is with victims. They are 
‘sometimes treated as minor characters. But he 
sounds like an interesting man. 

Logan was from the old Taylor St. neighbor- 
hood, too. Irish on his father’s side; Italian on 
his mother’s. 

He earned a living loading and unloading 
trucks. He had a year to go to qualify for a pen- 
sion, and was a dispatcher and a union steward. 

Logan was big — about 6-2 and 260 pounds. He 
could be short-tempered and tough, and never 
backed down in a tavern brawl. 

But, his family says, he was honest, despite 
the opportunity not to be. “All the years he wits 
working the docks,” a sister says, “he wasn’t 2 
thief. He got jobs. for a lot of guys from the 
neighborhood, He'd tell them, ‘Do the work, kesp 
your nose clean, and don’t steal.’ 

“We've thought about why he was killed. At 
first we thought maybe he beat somebody up in 
a tavern. Then there was a thing with his ex- 
wife. She was related to one of Harry's uncles 
and there were some problems after the divorce. 

“But we think it was that they wanted Billy 
to help them hijack stuff. He could easily tell 
them what was in the shipments, what to go 
after. I think'he told them no. That's what it 
had to be.” 


THE BROTHER AND sister leaned against the 
wall outside the courtróom and stared at Harry, 
who was laughing with friends. 

*'When this began," the brother said, “Harry 
said hello to me by name. ‘How are you?’ he 
says, just like we were back in the neighborhood. 
I said: ‘I’m fine. How are you?’ He smiles and 
says: Tm OK.’ » 

"How do you like that? He could talk to me, 
just like we were passing each other on Taylor tit. 
‘How do you explain a guy like uu?" ^ 

jYou don't explain him, I guess. The best you 

can do is avoid him.

"The state's star witness in'a 
mob-assassination trial testi- 
fiéd Wednesday that he was 
hired for another contract 
murder but was arrested be- 
fore it was committed. 

Louis Almeida, 34, who de- 
scribed himself es a “‘profes- 
‘sional criminal,” had de- 
scribed under oath Tuesday 
how he drove a getaway car 
and saw crime-syndicate fig- 
Ure Harry Aleman fire shotgin 
:blasts into teamster union ste- 
‘ward William Logan in Septezh- 
iber, 1972. 

Wednesday, under cross-ex- 
lamination by defense attorney 
Frank Whelan Almeida admit- 
ted he was to be paid $10,000 in 
March, 1975, to. help murder 
the leader of a Yugoslavian- 
Arnerican group in Pittsburgh. 

Almeida said he and another 
sindicate figure, Jospph 
Neary, were on their way to 
slay John Badovinac in the 
Pennsylvania city when au- 
thorities stopped their car. 


The police found, high-pow- 

f ered guns and silencers in the 

car and Almeida was convicted 

and subsequently sentenced to 
10 years in federal prison. 

Hie still is serving time for 
the weapons crime and is gs- 
chrted to and from the cout- 
room of Criminal Court n 
Frank J. 
gaard. 

The defense lawyer also 
brought out that Almeida de- 
spised prison and once slashed 

both’ his wrists in an attempt 
io get out of jail.

Almeida testified Wednesday 
that he frequently had been 
moved from one federal prison 
te another since he began 
serving his 10-year sentence iin 
July, 1975. | 
jThere was no testimony jo 
explain ihe jail-hopping, but 
state authorities confirmed 
that "known crime-syndicate 
figures" have been attending 
the current trial, often staring 
menacingly at the witness. 

jt is believed that Almeida 
was moved often to guàrd 
against mob discipline behind 
pison walls because ke also 
had testified for the prosecu- 
cution against Neary.

THE KEY PROSECUTION witness in 
the Harry Aleman murder trial said in 
court Wednesday that he was on his 
way to Pennsylvania te carry out a 
murder-for-hire when arrested in 1975 
by federal agents. 

‘Witness Louis Almeida, serving a 10- 
yéar prison term for federal firearins 
violations, is the state's main wit- 
ness against Aleman, accused crime. 
syndicate hit man charged with murder- 
ing a trucking dispatcher. 

Almeida, 34, testified earlier that he 
drove the getaway car Sept. 27, 1972, 
when, Aleman, 37, is accused of murder- 
ing William Logan, 36, à dispatcher for 
Interstate Motor Freight System in Cice-

UNDER CROSS-EXAMINATION by 
Aleman's lawyer, Frank Whelan, Almei- 
detsaid he was en route ta a “hit? of his 
own thet would have paid $10,000 in 
Maren, 19/5, when he was arrested on nn 
interstate highway in Ohio. 

Álmeida said he had never met His’ 
intended victim. 

- Asked the identity of the man he was to 
kill, Almeida said he was “a man who 
had a Croatian name. I can’t pronounce 
his last name.” i 

Ee added that he carried the would-be 


-viclim’s picture on the trip to Pennsyl- 


vania so he eould recognize the man. — 

The arrest of Almeida while en route 
to Pittsburgh to attempt the murder of 
John Badovinac, a leader of the Ameri- 
can Yugoslavian community, was first 
réported by ‘Tribune columnist’ Bo» 
Weidrich on April 3, 1975. ` v 

ALMEIDA ALSO ADMITTED that he 
began providing information to the fed- 
eral government soon after his arrest in 
Ohio for illegal possession of firearms. 

He said he had provided information. 
on a number of killings beginning in 
April, 1975, and provided information on 
the Logan killing in September and De- 
cember, 1975. 

Under questioning, Almeida said He 
had beer granted immunity from prost- 
ciion for his acts in ihe Logan case 
ani had been toid that his prison tersa 
máy be cut to five years..

HARRY PERALT ALEMAN 


Criminal History |

HARRY PERALT ALEMAN, a notorious Chicago LCN 
associate and reputed "enforcer", "hitman", was identified 
through investigation by the Chicago office of the FBI, 
as having been involved in a wide variety of organized 
crime activities, including burglary, armed robbery, home 
invasions, cartage) thefts, gambling, and juice loan and 
juice collection operations. In addition, ALEMAN was 
identified, along with a close associate, WILLIAM JOSEPH 
PETROCELLI, JR., aS one of the two top Chicago LCN "hitmen" 
believed responsible for numerous gangland murders during 
the period 1972 through 1977.  ALEMAN operated an organized 
armed robbery home: invasion gang during the period 1972 ana 
1973, which was responsible for three separate such rob- 
beries. As a result of this activity, ALEMAN was charged 
with violation of khe RICO, ITSP and Conspiracy statutes 
and was sentenced in United States District Court, Chicago, 
in April, 1978, to: serve 30 years in the custody of the 
Attorney General.,' ALEMAN is presently confined in the 
United States Penitentiary, Atlanta, Georgia.

ALEMAN was born January 13, 1939, in Chicago, 
Illinois. According to records maintained by the Bureau 
of Vital Statistics (BVS), Chicago, his father was LOUIS 
ALEMAN, a Mexican American, born at Forth Worth, Texas, 
and his mother, MARY VIRGINIA ALEMAN, nee BERATTA, an 
Italian American, born in Chicago, Illinois. According 
to birth records, ALEMAN's mother was 20 years old at the 
time of his birth and he was the first child born in the 
family. i

Es "7 GERMAN] iHa raised in the family home, 

ocated at 917 South Bishop, Chicago. This location is 

in the center of an old closely-knit, heavily ethnic 

Italian neighborhood, referred to as "The Patch", and 

this neighborhood has spawned an abnormally high percen- 

tage of Chicago's hoodlum population. .During his forma- 

tive years, ALEMAN attended and graduated from nearby 

Crane High School, Chicago. 


A review of the files of the Chicago Division 
of the FBI disclose the following information concerning 
ALEMAN: 


The files reflect that a "Chicago Daily News" 
article dated March 11, 1960, headlined, "Get Probation 
For Looting Coin Machines", indicated that two men had 
pled guilty to malicious mischief and had been placed on 
one year's preps on after having been arrested for 
breaking into the ending machines in the Chicago Dai; Ly 
New Builđing, located at 400 West Ma 
HARRY PERALT ALEMAN and an associat 
age 22, of Illinois, a former 
Daily News juni -essman, were charged. On November 7, 
1967, Deputy Sheriff, Adult Probation Office, 
Cook County, 2600 South California, Chicago, made available 
the Adult Probation file on ALEMAN, which disclosed he 
was convicted of malicious mischief on March 10, 1960, 
and received one year_probati ALEMAN listed his employe

ALEMAN refused to submit to interview with SAs of the FBI 
regarding his possible involvement in the initial TFIS. 


In addition, files reflect a communication dated 
January 20, 1969, entitled "WILLIAM J. PETROCELLI, JR.; 
UNSUBS; ARMED HIJACKING, VALLEY CITY 
AIR FREIGHT TRACTOR TRAILER CONTAINING W. GOSSARD WOMENS' 


CLOTHI INOIS, JANUARY, 1969, ITSP",

along with HARRY ALEMAN "-— er all 
arrested by Agents of the Iilinois Crime Investigating 


Commission (ICIC) on extortion and juice loan violations. 
As a result of this arrest, ICIC Agents located a small 
quantity of the merchandise taken in the hijacking inside 
the trunk of PETROCELLI's automobile. Subsequently, ICIC 
Agents and Chicago Police Investigators were able to locate

Chicago police advised FBI, Chicago, that the 
victim driver of the hijacked load had positively identified 
PETROCELLI, who was charged with armed robbery and aggra- 
vated kidnaping.  PETROCELLI was also charged with possession 
property. Chicago police advised that ALEMAN and 
[e vere also involved in this hijacking, however, 
charges were SE dropped due to insufficient evidence. 


A communication dated March 15, 1975, entitled 
"HARRY SAM ALEMAN, INFORMATION CONCERNING, ANTI-RACKETEERING", 
Chicago file number 92-4565, set forth the following informa- 
tion: 


On March 15, 1975, Sergeant| Vice 
Control Division, Gambling Section, Chicago Police Depart- 
ment, advised the FBI that HARRY ALEMAN had been arrested 
and charged with being the keeper of a dice game, located 
at 1015 West Polk Street, Chicago. Seventeen other indivi- 
duals were also arrested by Vice Detectives for participating 
in this game. Sergeand - related that ALEMAN was 
involved in "juice loans" and was alleged to be a "hitman" 
for the Chicago "outfit" (LCN). Information which led to 


this arrest had previously been suppied to Chicago police 
by the FBI on March 13, 1975.

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Chicago files also reflect that investigation 
entitled "HARBY SAM ALEMAN, EXTORTIONATE CREDITE TRANS- 
. ACTIONS", Chicago file number 179-511, was initiated 
April 26, 1974, following receipt of information that 
ALEMAN and his close criminal ass ciate, WILLIAM JOSPEH 
PETROCELLI, JR., were claiming responsibility for the 
gangland slaying of SAM RANTIS, whose body had been found 
in the trunk of a car at O'Hare Airport, Chicago.  RANTIS 
was on "juice" and was known to be an associate of a 
gang from the Polk and Western Avenue neighborhood in 
Chicago.  PETROCELLI and ALEMAN were part of this same gang 
and were alleged to be heavily involved in gambling and 
juice loan activities. Investigation into this matter 
continued until January 29, 1975, when the case was closed 
out since no prosecutable evidence was developed regarding 
ALEMAN's juice activities. At that time however, a Separate 
investigation entitled "HARRY SAM ALEMAN, aka; ANTI-RACKETEERING", 
Chicago file number 92-4565, was initiated since both ALEMAN 
ànd PETROCELLI were suspected of continuous involvement in 
organized crime related activities. 


Chicago files also reflect a 1969 bank robbery 
suspect intelligence type investigation entitled "WILLIAM 
J. PETROCELLI, JR.; HARRY ALEMAN, aka; BR SUSPECTS", 
Chicago file number 91-6605, inititated on February 4, 
1969.  ALEMAN and PETROCELLI had both been named by an 
anonymous caller to the Chicago FBI as individuals then 
engaged in armed robbery and bank robberies. 


Chicago files additional reflect that on October 6, 
1970, information was received by Chicago FBI that HARRY 
ALEMAN then of Melrose Park, Illinois, and his friend, 
WILLIAM JOSEPH PETROCELLI, JR., were "fooling around" with 
explosives.  Reportedly in approximately 1968, there had 
been an explosion near the Monroe and wacker Drive area, 
Chicago, wherein an explosive device was placed in a garbage 
can and it was blown up.  PETROCELLI allegedly claimed credit 
for this experiment, and a confidential source stated that 
PETROCELLI had also been observed with dynamite in his car.

Subsequent investigation was initiated in order 
to fully identify ALEMAN and PETROCELLI in October, 1970. 
Investigation was closed November 26, 1971. This investi- 
gation was entitled "HARRY SAM ALEMAN, BOMBING SUSPECT", 
Chicago file number 174-736. 


Chicago files also reflect ALEMAN was the subject 
of a 1971 investigation entitled "HARRY SAM ALEMAN, aka; 
FEDERAL RESERVE ACT (SAVINGS AND LOAN ASSOCIATION)", 
Chicago file number 29-3642, Bureau file number 29-59570. 

A review of this file reflects that the Internal Revenue 
Service (IRS), while conducting a tax investigation.con- 
cerning ALEMAN, uncovered a possible Federal Reserve Act 
violation, in that ALEMAN has filed a false application 

for a mortgage loan. Investigation initiated on January 25, 
1971, and records of the Lincoln Park Federal Savings and 
Loan Association, Chicago, were obtained, which indicated 
that ALEMAN and his wife, RUTH BLANCHE ALEMAN, had obtained 
a $28,000 mortgage loan on a residence at 270 West Concord 
Drive, Melrose Park, Illinois, in January, 1969, based on 
the submitted mortgage loan application.  ALEMAN claimed 
$24,000 per year income at that time from his claimed 
employment as a driver for the Illinois Sports News, as 
well as a savings account allegedly consisting of $5000 

at the Silver Leaf Savings and Loan. Records of the 
Illinois Sports News and Silver Leaf Savings and Loan Asso- 
ciation disclosed that these statements were false. 


On MayY25, 1971, ALEMAN was indicted by the 
Federal Grand Jury, Chicago, for violation of Title 18, 
Section 1014, USC. On June 10, 1971, ALEMAN was arraigned 
before United States District Judge THOMAS R. MC MILLEN, 
Chicago, and during a bench trial, completed August 11, 
1971, ALEMAN was found guilty. On September 13, 1971, 
ALEMAN was sentenced to three years probation and a $450 
fine. In addition, following the sentence, Judge MC MILLEN 
made it a condition to the sentence that ALEMAN refrain 
from any criminal activities, or association with any known 
criminals. 


On December 1, 1975, a major investigation, in 
which ALEMAN was targeted as a Chicago area Top Thief, 
was initiated entitled "HARRY PERALT ALEMAN, aka; ET AL, 
ITSP, TTP, TFIS, CONSPIRACY, MURDER, ARMED ROBBERY, RICO, 
PERJURY", Chicago file number 87-44475. This investigation 
was coordinated with a related investigation entitled 


"HARRY PLRALT HEMAN, AKA; ANTI-FEACKETEERING', Chicago 
file number 92-4565, and resulted in the development of 
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alleged presence at the Golfland Driving Range during 
the period of the murder, and his wife and three life-long 
associates appeared and testified they were with ALEMAN 
during this time span. At the conclusion of the highly 
publicized bench trial, Cook County Judge FRANK J. WILSON 
found ALEMAN not guilty, commenting that he believed the 
prosecution had failed to present evidence capable of 
convicting ALEMAN beyond a reasonable doubt. ALEMAN was 
thereafter released amid wide-spread public media and 
newspaper outrage over the results of the decision. 


During this period, intensive investigation into 
ALEMAN's activities continued, 
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In addition, HARRY PERALT ALEMAN,
